Napoleon I11 of France or to the pretended
statesmoen behind his throne, who insisted
apon war and claimed that it alone could
‘“‘orown the edifice” of imperial glory, matters
little so faras the point and trath of the
lesson are concerned, The invoecalion of
Divine resentment and of human disapproval
is just, wherever the answer to this solamn
appeal may have already fallen or yet may
fall. All who provoke or precipitute war,
especially in the very midst of peaceful com.

suninities, are amenable to the one grand rale |

~{hey are conspirators against the happiness
of humanity and rebels to the law of God.

Let us transfer gurselves for a moment to
the extreme frontier of France, on the little
river Suar, and close to the main line of ope-
rations selected by the French and Prussian
armies. We will put the date at the 16th of
July, or less than one brief month ago, We
are at the inn door of the small town of Sar-
reguemines, looking ont beyond the slender
stream that separates us from Prossian soil.
The Saar winds placidly betweon its low, flat
banks, and *‘disappears gracefully,” says the
I'rench correspondent, whose eyes we borrow
for the occasion, *‘behind a soreen of pop-
lars.” On the other cide is a neat little cot-
tnge home, with white curtains and yellow
blinds at the windows, and in the tiny garden
that slopes down to the river side
a peasant saunters quietly, pipe in
mouth, caressing his dog, who gambols beside
bhim. Peeping over the greon top of a gentle
acclivity 18 the sharp spire of a small village
church, Near by is a wide field of waving
grain, and on the rustic road that desconds
tu the edge of the Saar is a hay wagon of
yuaint construction, drawn lazily by four
slock oxen. The driver, in a blouse and pan-
taloons of coarse linen, his brows screened
with a straw hat, lazily swings his ox-goad
and hums a country song of the Fatherland,
Suddenly the scene is enlivened by a group
of chubby,flaxen-haired children,who emerge
from the cottage and clatter down the garden
walk, the youngest clinging to the hand of
an elder sister, herself not six years old, A
grim Zonave who is near us on the French
bank leans against the vine-covered doorpost
of the inn where we are standing and invol-
nntarily smiles as he looks out upon this
pastoral little picture in an enemy's country,
An enemy? Poor little home on the ver-
dant slope on the farther bank—does it
shelter  enemies? And those humble
pessants, all unconscions of the wrong
that even now holds murder and ruin over
their heads: those playful children, laughing
in the sunshine, are they also to be the vie-
tims of the infernal orgie which madmen call
“‘glorious war?”" Even se. Behind yon green
weadows, and poplars, and waving grain-
fields lies the gathering might of an indig-
uant nation, while here are concentrating the
martinl terrors of an empire famous for its
fearful energy in warfare. A few days more
and all this peaceful seene will have disap-
peared; these banks will be stained with
human blood; fire and havoe will have scat-
tered forever that humble home and its help-
less occupnnis—the peasant and his little
unes—and all that makes the domestic groups
at which we now gaze so charming, even in
their unpretending humbleness, to the true
Leart,

Y et this is no mere fancy sketch. Such is
an accurate portrayal, although feebly given,
of just the scenes that were witnessed, only
the other day, along thestreams and in the
amiling valleys that unite, not separate, the
*‘fair land of France" and thrifty, hard-work-
ing Rhenish Prussia and Bavaria. All who
have travellad in that fine agricultural region
will recall them, with a sigh of regret, as
among the most pleasing of the Fiumrus with
which real experience or rural deseription
may have stored their memories. When we
reflect, then, that it is to this profound peace
“in the very centre of Earope”—to thou-
sands of hnmble and happy homes like this,
to wholeregions of cultivated country, that

the horrible iniguity of sudden war
is bringing ‘‘the Dblackness of dark-
ness,’  with desolation, moaving and
death; when to this we ocenjure up

the vision of penury among the work-
wen and their families in the crowded towns;
tbe vice and degradation that follow it; the
Lereaved and broken hearts; the widowhood
aud worse; the orphanage, the beggary, the
open and ferovions erime—in fine, the end-
less miseries that must inevitably follow close
upon the march and countermarch of armies
thiat massacre each other in the harvest fields
and by the very hearthstones and in the
shadow of church steeples which mark the
abode of Enrope's most dense and alas! most
Christian population—what voice, could it be
bheard over the whole vast circuit of the uni-
verse, wonld be lond enough to denounce be-
fittingly the shame and the horror of this
outrage against God and man which rulers
make who “‘batten like butchers’ dogs upon
the garbage of the shambles while the slangh.-
ter of the good and brave goes on aronnd
them ¥"

Put we may still fervently offer up heart-
felt thanks that just in proportion to the fury
of this riot of evil the better angel of humanity
puts forth a stronger effort. The courage,
the devotion, the self-sacritice, the numberless
exalted and manly traits that this stern alavam
of war thrills into revivifled energy are partly
a silver-lining to the clond, dark and heavy as
itis. If the flower of France and Germany
be led away from home and kindred and the
gentle works of peace, they go forth singing
of God sud Fatherland. The French soldier,
chanting the noble words, *‘Mouirir pour la
patrie!” is answored by the grand old hymn,
“Ein feste burg ist junser Gott!"” the
tears that eithor host might shed when the
battle is over for their comrades glain are
less bitter when the proud response to roll.
call s heard along the line, ““Dend on
the field of honor!" for those whom
the bugle can summon no more. Btrange
contradiction of our human nature
that puts the sublimest of our inspirations te
the paltriest uses of ambition and places the
heroes of ovr :rmieu as saparserviceabls tools
in the hands of § ny and intrigue! Bat
there are other utiful incidents that re-
deem some of the grosser horrors of war,

We have never thought that the position of
the President of the U. 8. A. was such a
| sweet boon as to be much desired by any-
| body with reasonable funds in his pocket,
| o roof over his head, and opportunities of ase-
| fulness in a private station. Looking back, it
geems to us that the lives of the Presidents
bave mot been what Mr, Cosey would call
“comfortalile.” The great and good Gieorge
Washington was so slandered that an eqoa-
nimity lessthan his would have been seriously
disturbed. John Adams was turned out at the
end of his first term, greatly to the wrath of
that volcanienlly irascible gentleman. For
cight years the Federalists stuck pinsinto Mr.
Jefferson’ Then Mr. Madison was treated in
the same way. Only Mr. Monroe had a com-
paratively quiet time of it. How the younger
Adams was maligned, and carieatured, and
libelled, and finally ousted by General Jack-
son, we need not relate. His successor was
always in hot water and always swearing and
being sworn at.  Mr. Van Buaren experienced
the fate of Mr. J. Q. Adams. CGeneral Harri-
son was hardly President at all, John Tyler
made a miserable muddle and mess of it;
ditto, Polk: ditto, Fillmore, after Gensral
Taylor had died in office: ditto, Pierce: don-
ble ditto, Buchanan., Mr. Lincoln must have
found, during his administration, cause for
the greatest anxioty which could afflict and
distract & public man. Over the scandal of
Andy Jobnson's Presidential life, lot us, with
many blushes, draw a vail. And now, Gene-
ral Grant bas been so eminently unfortunate
a8 to incur the personal wrath of James
I"iﬁk, Jr.! ¢

This we may well consider to be a climax
and a crusher. What was the hostility of
Jefferson to Washing'on and Adams, of
Nicholas Biddle to General Jackson, of half
a Benate to Van Duren, of all the Confede-
rates to Mr. Lincoln, compared with the fero-
city of the Monarch of Long Branch, as dis-
played when His Monetary Majesty, James
the Pecuniouns, dressed “‘in velvet and duek,”

Iimperor of Bteamboats should make the Pre-
| sident pay his passage like any other man;
| it was mot enough that he should have a
whole regiment of retainers at his command,
every beggar and blackguard of them all
ready to cast contumely npoa General Grant;
but he must, this dreadful Fisk, put his
thumb, upon meeting General Grant, to his
royal nose. One is anxious to know what
kind of a nose it is—is it sternly Koman
or delicately Grecian? does it turn up or
droop? or is it the kind of nose known as the
bottle-nose? But whatever its shape, its
length, or shortness, whether it be aquiline
or anub, it is, we suppose, a nose capable of
being pulled, and quite likely to be pulled
under all ciroumstances, though snch violence
we deprecate, Gen Jackson's nose was
tweaked, and General Fisk's nose may be,

thongh we hope not. It may be broken, put
out of joint, ignominiously flattened, un-

THE NAVAL SIDE OF THE WAR.

France, From the first outbreak of the war
such has been the common re of the
daily papers, and it finds a good deal of cre-
denoe, the French assumption of saperiority
imposing itself even more in naval matters
than it did at first with respect to the cam-
prign on land. But we confess we are dis-

d to receive with some skeptiocism the
nccounts of what the French will achieve in
this war at sea. CGranting that the German
fleot will be shut up in its ports, it does not
follow that the French navy can infliot any
vital injury on Prussia.

The coast of the North-German Confedera-
tion to the North Bea is, we beliove, almost
too difficult for practical approach. sud all
pecounts agres that the French will prefer to
operate in the Baltic. Now, our own expéri-
ence in the Crimean war might have shown
that fleets can be sent to the Baitio without
hurting an enemy much. ‘T'hat sea is not a
comfortable one for hostile occupation, nor
are its consts easily acoessible. No doubt the
country sagainst which the Frenoh are now
fighting is not the antagonist of 1555, but the
Baltic const of Prussia is not much more in-
viting then tbat of its northern neighbor,
and its great harbors and coast fortresses—
Kiel, 8tralsund, Stettin, Dantzig, Kouigsberg
~—if not fortified like Cronstadt, are at least
strongly fortified, and likely to show some

fight before they ars occupied. The
idle promenade of a Trench fleet
in the (Baltic is quite conceivable,
assuming  that it has nothing

whatever to apprehend from a hostile fleet: |
but “harassing coast attacks,” and the redue-
tion of coast fortresses. however much they
may be indulged in, would in no respect be
vital in a war like the present. What need
(rermany care, if she neglects them all and
manages to win on the Rhine? Suoh attacks
could be made serions after I'russin was
greatly worsted on the Rhine—if one army
after another was put lors de combat, and
the defeated wrecks were vainly opposing a
grand French advance to Berlin: but in such

a case they would hardly be needed to put a
fininishing stroke to the campaign, for the
line of the Rhine once gained all Germany is
open to the French. Again, if anything more
than a coast atteck is ventured on, if a
serfous invasion of Germany is contemplated,
then the task is itself su formidable, even if
wholly nnoppused by sea, that we confess
to some doubts of the ability of France to
accomplish it. Anarmy of 100,000 men at
least would be needed to hold its own, and |
push its way into the interior. under the |
necessary condition that the Prussians will
have more than equal numbers to meet it,
while leaving more than equal nnmbers to
oppose French troops on the Rhine. Do
people conceive what a task it would be to
transport half that number a week's sail from
France and keep them supplied in the face of
an enemy like Prussin? Suppose a good
fortified port on the Baltic to be eaptured,
which would be an esseutial condition of suc-
cess very difficult to fulfil, where is France to
get the tramsports? DPeople seldom realize
what such expeditions are. Perhaps forty or
fifty big steamers could earry all the men, but
cavalry, artillery, baggage trains, ammuni-
tion, provisions—all essential te the very
start of an army in an enemy’s country —take

up an immense space,
T'o transport the K glish army from the Turk-
ish coast to the Crimea—Iess than 50,000 men,
including only ene¢ thousand cavalry, and |
without sufficient means for land transport |
on arrival—no fewer than 150 large ships |
were necessary, At least four times that |
number vwould be required for afully-equipped ‘
|

army of 100,000 men, and France has only
400 shipsdn bher marine altogether—fighting
ships, transports, coasting vessels, and every-
thing told. The expedition, it is said, will
be conveyed in separate trips, but really such
nonsense should not be tnllieu]. . No general
would rigk an army on a hostile coast without
the means of bringing it all away together;
and if this were not so, how is the expedition
to get a footing in a country so intersected
by railways as Prussia, unless the landing is
made in full foree 7 We do not predict what
will happen. France may koow of some
ensily acquired harbor in the Baltic which
can be quickly seized and fortified, may be
able to send an army of invasion there by
degrees, may then advance in such force as
to threaten the heart of Prussia; but the en-
terprise would be perilous in the last degree,
would break down with the least hiteh, and
might easily prove calamitouns to France, with
a Prussian army pushing its way to Paris,
Fancy the commotion in France in that
event, with u large French army in the Baltie
that could only be brought home by degrees,
But if we look more clossly into the mat-
ter, we doubt whether there is sufficient canse
for leaving the Prussian navy out of account.
There is a great disparity of foree, but what
Prussia has got is reputed of excellent
quality, and in the aectual circumstances of
naval warfare we think it is conceivable that ]
the possibility of having the V'russian fleet on
his hands would affect any projects which the
French naval commander may propose. The
really important parts of the two fleets to
notice are the irou-clad ships, and under the
condition that the Prussians will be fighting
off their own coasts, the proportion of 45
French to ¢ Prussian iron-clads with which
weo started is very seriously affected. Aeccord-
ing to the French oflicial account in the last
anpual “‘Expose de ls Situstion de 1'Empire,”
France has now the following iron.clads in
readiness, or nearly so:—
1. Ships of the first class—armored ships

the 45. At the oatside, without retaining a
single seagoing ironclad in reserve, the French
must fight the battle in the Baltio with 20 and
not 45 ironclads. The disproportion to the
Prussian fleet would still be enormous, if the
vessels in each fleet are of equal quality, and
Prussia has notbing else to aid her in a hard
fight, but such are not the actual conditions.
Prussia has 22 gunboats, six of which are re.
ported to be E‘momd ’f";i';: n.ilu:, and each
equipped with two o pp's hen ns,
TLeeo will be available for home w::m,
with home at hand to run into. In re.
gurd to quality, it is more difficult to arrive
at any trustworthy result, but there is at
least room for g that the Prussisn
ghips are above the Freuch average. Asser-

and number of guns. The wellknown
Konig Wilhelm, of 6000 tons burthen, carries
four GOO-pounders and twenty.-four §00-
nnders—a tremendons armament!; while
er consorts, the Friedrich Carl and the
Kronprinz—the one 4000 tons, the other 3100
—ench oarry sixteen heavy guns. The other
ships, are smaller, and carry three or four
heavy guns apiece. Butif the French ships
are not inferior in guns, there are other
ntas on which there seems less donbt of
eir inferiority. The wajority of them are
of an early type, inferior to our Warrior and
Black Prinoce; whereas the Prussian are all of
the Intest type for strength and heaviness of
plating, and ere none of them wooden ships
ent down, as many of the French are. It is
all but certain that the Fronch have no single
ship equal to the Konig Wilhelm, their most
formidable vessel being the American Dane.
derberg, which bax not answered their
expectations, The average speed of the
French vessels is, again, rather inferior
to the Yrussian, If there is any trath
in ibe=e faots, we should think it a safe con.
clusion that the French flest in the laltic
may not in all cironmstances huve things all
ite own way—that there is a chance of the
Prussian fleet hindering it a good deal. What-
ever the inequalities muy be, il the P'rossian
fleet happens to have fair play, it may not be
easily driven from the seas, It may retarn to
the charge again and agein, gaining one
slight conquest after another, till it may even
dispute the mastery of its own seas with the
enemy. What is still more important, if the
French fleet should try any diffioult enter-
prise, such as attacking a strong fortress, and
snstain the usual injuries, or if a tempest
should damage it, the Prussian fleet, issuing
from its gafe harbor of Kiel, would have a
splendid opening for attack. Cortainly the
mere existence of such a fleet shonld be
enough to make French generals and admi-
rals cantions in invading Prussia on a grand
gonle, even if they had the transports to do so.
It iz a logical conolusion from what we have
written, that even a Prussian victory over the
French fleet would be far from unintelligille,
But that onght not to supprise us. In the
present transitional stage of naval architec-
ture and equipment, a single feature of
marked superiority on one side may be suffi-
cient to ensure the most decisive victory.
The Merrimae, though a poor enongh iron-
clad, could do what it liked with the wooden
fleet of the North, but was immediately
checked by an ironclad of a different type.
Itis barely possible that the Prassian fieot,
having some such superiority, may hold at
bay and finally overcome the much greater
numbers of its enemies, We do not antici-
pate this, for the French bave several first-
class ships,'and their overwhelming ruperi-
ority in wooden ships, of which we have
not spoken at all, should also stand them in
ood stead—such vessels being of some use
n the thick of a hot fight, as the engage-
ments of Mobile Harbor and Lissa have
proved, All we wish to maintain at present
is, that the naval contest may turn out to be
one of a most interesting chiracter, and
that the ready belief in tLy I'vonch naval
operations doing much harnn to Prussia is far
from having ajgood foundation,
